LUNIK Ill NEARING 
EARTH; LIKELY TO 
BURN UP IN MARCH 


LONDON, Nov. 11 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio reported today 
that the sun’s gravitational at- 
traction is shifting the orbit of 
Lunik III in such a way that the 
Soviet moon rocket will burn 
up in the earth’s atmosphere 
about March. 


The Lunik, which took the 
first photographs of t*e moon’s 
hidden side, was fired Oct. 4 
It now completes one circuit of 
its orbit around the earth in 15 
days. 

On its first swing, the Lunik 
stayed more than 29,000 miles 
from earth. But the broadcast 
said “the pull of the sun is 
gradually shifting the orbit to- 
ward it.” 

“Every .ime the rocket is at 
its highest point,” the broadcast 
continued, “it seems to have 
taken a little step toward the 
sun. Owing to this, every time 
it rounds the earth it is also 
closer to our planet. 

“After 10 circuits of this kind, 
the rocket will be so close to 
the earth that it will begin to 
touch first the outer, highly 
rarefied and then the denser Jay- 
ers of the atmosphere.”

unnecessary,’ he told the student 
body at William Jewell College. 

Truman’s statement that it 
was unnecessary for Mr. Eisen- 
hower to invoke Taft-Hartley in 
the steel dispute was challenged 
by Senator Thruston B. Morton 
of Kentucky, Republican Na- 
tional Chairman. 

Morton, in a statement issued 
through the G.O.P. National 
Committee in Washington read: 
“Mr. Truman’s words and opin- | 
ions are one thing; the facts 
are another. As President, Mr. 
Truman used the Taft-Hartley 
act 10 times. As President, hav- 
ing to face the problem of a 
nation-wide steel strike, Mr.

AS FOR. MANY YEARS PAST, racism in the Union of South | 


Africa is one of the thorniest problems before the United Nations. 
What is new this year is that the groundwork is being laid at last 


for doing something about it. 

A new World Court action 
against the Union of South Afri- 
ca is one possibility. 


Quiet negotiations between the 
Union and some of the larger 
powers is another. 


Still a third possibility lies in 
economic action—a boycott— 
against the Union. 

There are two reasons why the > 
possibility of real and effective 
action arises at this time. First 
reason is that the United States 
has changed its policy and now 
—with caution—opposes racial 
oppression in the union. This 
change began last year, but has 
become much more evident at 
the present session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

THE SECOND REASON why | 
the outlook on this problem has 
changed is the emergence of new 
and independent African states. 
Only a few years ago there were 
but two inderencent Africen na- 
tions—Ethiopia end Liber‘a. To- 


day there are 10 indenendent, 


African nations, and next year 
there will be 14. 

These states may be divided 
on other issues, but on the ques- 
tion of racial oppression in the 


Union of South Africa there can | 


be no real disagreement. Four- 
teen nations, furthermore, can 
make their we'cht fe't in sev- 
eral. directions, for each hes its 
own set of friends outside Af- 
rica. 


The latest move against the 
Union of South Africa came in 
the U.N. Political Committee 
yesterday when a resolution on 
the subject of apartheid (race 
discrimination) was passed 67 to 
3, with seven abstentions.

If the 
President, having set out on the path to the 
summit, can be turned back by De Gaulle and 
Adenauer, his position and prestige will have 
been seriously compromised. 


Old Issue on the Isthmus 


Before the United States surrendered its 
“right” to intervene in Panama in 1936, 
American troops frequently moved into the 
little Republic, wearing battle helmets to 
ward off flower pots tossed from balconies. 
But as recent events show, it is more natural 
now for Panamanians to invade the Canal 
Zone in riotous demonstrations. 


Panama does not regard this as interven- 
tion; instead, the National Assembly has just 
voted for efforts to get Panama’s flag flying 
“over our territory.” The United States has 
as steadfastly denied Panama’s claims to sov- 
ereignty over the Canal Zone. So the canal 
remains a sore spot festered further by Pana- 
ma’s poverty and American discriminatory 
practices described in today’s Mirror of Pub- 
lic Opinion. 

In the long run there is only one sure way 
to settle the irritations between the two na- 
tions, and that:is to internationalize the Pan- 
ama Canal. The best way to resolve this old 
issue of sovereignty is to provide for interna- 
tional sovereignty. Under the original 1903 
treaty the canal was built for international 
commerce. Meanwhile it has outlived much 
of its usefulness to United States defense, 
while Panama’s demands on the. canal are 
purely nationalistic. How much longer-must 
the canal situation feed anti-American senti- 
ment and threaten serious trouble before the 
United States offers a secure solution? 


Small Gifts in Big Campaigns 

“In politics as in almost everything else in 
this age of illusion, money and appearance 
count. The ‘packaged candidate’ with his 
‘packaged baloney’ is here to stay.” So James 
Reston complained of “the unbalancing ef- 
fects of big money and public relations tricks” 
even on the selection of a President. It is 
impossible to disagree that some aspirants 
havé more money than others and so can 
make a more impressive bid for office. 


One hesitates to agree, however, that the 
effect of money cannot be somewhat “evened 
out,” made less decisive. That is what politi- 
cal parties are supposed to do. Yet all too 
often most of their money comes froni only 
a few contributors. A wealthy candidate can 
be independent. Those who depend on big 
contributions may lose much of their inde- 
pendence since they know that’ big contribu- 
tors are likely to be interested in privilege, 
favors and contracts. 

That is why Senator Paul Douglas again has 
suggested an income tax deduction for cam- 
paign contributions up to $100. This ought 
to promote small gifts from many contribu- 
tors, thus making it less necessary to look 
for big ones from a few givers. Since the cost 
of electing a public official really is part of 
the cost of government, campaigns actually 
might be conducted ] 
This is done in the European democracies. 


Yet one hardly expects such a reform from . 
a Congress which session after session Te- 


fuses to act even on proposals as moderate as 
Senator Thomas Hennings’ plan for reducing 
the high cost of public office. 

Nevertheless, the idea of a large number of 
small gifts, motivated by devotion to principle 
rather than to yore interests, is slowly 
gaining ground. Stiffer ceilings on .contribu- 
tions, full publicity for gifts however made,. 
and a small income tax deduction might make

We should like to see such a planning 
and research organization as the American 
Public Health Association envisioned become 
a useful and influential part in the life of 
this metropolitan community.

Equality at Least 

There is a two-fold reason for the United 
States to join Soviet Russia in co-operation 
on informational matters concerning outer 
space. First, the successful carrying out of 
such a plan would be a step in the direction 
of peace. Second, Russia is definitely first 


in the field of space and would have more to . 


offer than any other nation. 


A month ago, the Soviet Union sounded out 
the United States and Britain at the United 
Nations on what kind of agreement might be 
possible. Although spokesmen for both na- 
tions replied favorably to the bid, nothing has 
yet been done. The stumbling block is the 
inability of the United States and Soviet Rus- 
sia to agree on the number of seats to be al- 
lowed the Communist nations on a permanent 
U.N. committee dealing with the peaceful 
uses of outer space. 


Last year ‘the Assembly set up a temporary . 


committee which has been analyzing space 
problems and determining the order in which 
they would be discussed, Moscow has boy- 
cotted this committee in an effort to gain 
equal representation on the committee with 
the West. This boycott has not interfered 
seriously with the committee’s work but the 
absence of Soviet Russia from the proposed 
permanent committee, which would attempt 
to solve the problems, would probably nulli- 
fy the committee. Thus far there has: been 
no indication of what loss to the United States 
and its allies might be incurréd in allowing 
Soviet Russia and its allies to have equal rep- 
resentation with the West. 


While this struggle over representation 
goes‘on, the study and exploration of outer 
space continues at a swift pace. Considering 
that the Russians are presently No. 1 in that 
enterprise, the graceful thing for the West 
to do is to concede them .an equal voice on 
the U.N. committee. On the basis of achieve- 
ment, they might be able to claim the ma- 
jority the West has been insisting on. 


No Geography of Talent 

It is almo&’t second nature for Americans 
to measure things quantitatively rather than 
qualitatively. So it was only natural that the 
convention of land grant colleges—most of 
which are west of the Appalachians—should 
be told that “six of the nation’s 10 largest 
producers. of doctors of philosophy are in the 
Midwest.” But does this mean much? What 
is important is not the hood but the learning 
which it is supposed to represent.

Unrest in the Canal Zone 
U.S. Ought to Review Panama Policy to Remove Constant Sore Spot in Latin Relations 


A Letter to the 
Post-Dispatch 


The current violence in Panama has 
rattled a skeleton in the closet of 
United States diplomacy. It raises 
anew the question as to what should 
finally be done about the Panama 
Canal, gained during the era of United 
States imperialism. | 

The canal is owned and operated by 
the United States Government, and 
this fact is more important in Panama 
than the race issue in the Mississippi 

Delta. Any Pana-

Panamanians have had to live with 
the popular foreign conception of their 
country as a United States canal sur- 
rounded by jungle, and with the taunts 
of other Latins that Panama is a 
“colony of the United States.” Anti- 
United States sentiment has also been 
prompted by the actions and meas- 
ures of United States officials. It drew 
strength from statements like Teddy 
Roosevelt’s: “I took the Isthmus.” 

Anti-imperialism in Panama blos- 
somed in 1921, when President Harding 
resolved a boundary dispute between 


’ Panarna and Costa Rica by tlifreaten- 


iag to unload a battalion of marines 
in Panama. Presidents Harding and 
Coolidge fanned flames all over Latin 
America with policies of the “Big 
Stick” and “Dollar Diplomacy,” and 
with remarks about the “insignificant 
peoples” in our ‘“‘vest pocket re- 
publics.” 


Behind the Friction 


But the feeling against the United 
States has come mainly from differ- 
ences over the operation of the canal. 
The Hay-Bunau-Varilla Treaty, first 
to define the rights of the two countries 
with respect to the canal, was negoti- 
ated under. pressure. The United 
States was given the right to inter- 
vene in Panamanian affairs in order 
to “maintain the independence of the 
Republic of Panama.”’ As one native 
statesman put it, “By this treaty we 
gave up the right to kill ourselves.” 


The. United States was also granted 
‘in perpetuity” the right to use the 
Canal: Zone and other lands and wa- 
ters “which may be necessary and 
convenient for the construction .. . 
and protection of the said canal.”’ In 
short, the right to appropriate land 
without limit. Under this provision, 
the United States often took property 
without compensating the Panamanian: 
Government. During World War I, 
large areas were expropriated for ‘‘de- 
fense bases.” . 

The provision allowing United States

United States personnel on the Zone 
copied little of the local habits, and 
few bothered to learn the Spanish lan- 
guage. The Spanish-speaking mer- 
chant or laborer, however, had to 
learn English. 

In the early years, here were sepa- 
rate pay lines; the United States per- 
sonnel received gold for their services, 
while native and West Indian laborers 
were paid in silver. The “Gold” and 
“Silver’’ classifications were used to 
identify the separate housing areas, 
theaters, swimming pools, cafes and 
clubhouses provided for each group. 
Although the terms have been re- 
placed by “national’’ and ‘“‘local,” 
their effect remains the same. Segre- 
gation is enforced, in employment and 
in other spheres of Zonian society. 
This infuriates Latins, who describe 
themselves as ‘‘second-class citizens in 
our own country.” 

Nationalists in Panama want a self- 
sufficient nation, whose politics and 
customs cannot be influenced by out- 
side wealth. But native capital still 


flows to the land—and with good rea- . ,— 


son, in view of the demonstrated in- 
eptitude of Panamanian business men. 
Much of the best land is held by urban 
Panamanians who never use it fully. 
The country as a whole has no trans- 
portation system excepting that pro- 
vided by the backs of humans and 
animals, and the rivers. 


But Panamanians do not blame 
themselves for their troubles. As they 
view it, the lack of progress in indus- 
trialization and in agriculture is due 
to the canal, which drains off native 
labor and taises wages to a point 
where local producers cannot make a 
profit. They might cry, with Arias, 
“Let the Americans take away the 
canal,”’ except for the pertinent fact 
that over 50 per cent of the country’s 
national income~ derives from _ its 
operation. 

The Panama Government has argued 
since 1922 that it did not in’ any of the 
treaties relinquish sovereignty over 
the Canal Zone, and its legal position 
in this respect is certainly no worse 
than Egypt’s was with regpect to the 
Suez. But it is unlikely that any, Paza- 
manian: Government would be able to 
take over the canal as Nasser did.

A proposal by the United States 
Government to internationalize—or at 
least to Americanize — the Panama 
Canal might be helpful in bolstering 
this government’s lagging prestige in 
South America. And the Panama 
Canal may be much safer as an inter- 
national waterway than as a vestige of 
United States imperialism.

average for the last week in 
October. It is estimated that 
350,000 of these birds are mal- 
lards. 


Normally, about 70% of 
ducks bagged in Missouri and 
Illinois are mallards. An early 
freeze-up, or even a continuous 
succession of extremely cold 
days, will send these birds 
southward and the flight of 
replacements this year will, 


| no doubt, be disappointing be- 
| Cause of adverse spring and 
| summer breeding and rearing 


conditions in Canada and the 
northern states. 

The duck hunter this season 
will have to use every art and 
wile to be successful. There 
are many wary adult birds in 


| the migratory flight. And, the 
| hunting may be of short dura- 
| tion if the ducks are sent 


southward en masse by biliz- 
zard weather, or it may be a 
long, drawn-out affair—with 
a noticeable scarcity of ducks 
if “‘blue bird’ weather pre- 
vails. 


| Blind's Importance. 


This season the proper con- 
struction and location of the 
blind, as weil as the setting 
of the decoys, will oe more im- 
portant than in plentiful years. 

The story is told of the tyro 
waterfowler who spent several 
days constructing a blind and 
then asked the experienced 
hunter to look it over and 
make suggestions for its ifn- 
provement. The expert en- 
tered the blind and, after sev- 
eral minutes of meticulous in- 
remarked, ‘“‘Sonny,

The best blind and the best- 
arranged decoy spread will be 
useless unless they are in 
areas attractive to ducks. 
Placing a blind requires some 
early scouting. Ducks coming 
in to alight approach against 
the wind, and they usually pre- 
fer the lee shore. An area 
where the wind crosses di- 
rectly in front of the blind 
makes for the best location. 
Blinds should be constructed 
of natural materials found in 
the immediaté area. Any varia- 
tion will causes»the ducks to 
flare as they approach, and 
the flight may be heavy but 
the shooting will be, as one 
hunter expressed it, ‘‘terrible 
in the mornnig, and worse in 
the afternoon.” 


Tips on Decoys. 

A duck’s eyesight, according 
to ornithologists, is second only 
to a hawk’s. You can’t con- 
sistently fool ducks unless your 
decoys are natural looking and 
set out properly. 

The old-time commercial 
hunter’s “pipestem” set con- 
sisted of setting a long, curv- 
ing line of decoys out into 
open water in the shape ‘of a 
pipestem. The ‘“‘stem’’ of the 
set is stretched 25 or 30 yards 
toward the open water and the 
“bowl” of the pipestem set is 
in shooting range of the blind. 
A few Canada goose decoys 
on the outer perimeter of the 
duck decoy concentration helps 
to pull the ducks within shoot- 
ing range. 

Ducks are notorious talkers. 
But if you can’t “‘talk their 
lingo,” it is best to keep silent. 
When you are able to reach 
the full scale on the caller, 
saying ‘‘quack” at each note, 
and when you can. reproduce 
the ‘‘come-back,”’ “chuckle” or 
the “lonesome hen,” then you 
are well on your way to bring- 
ing them down with their land- 
ing gear set—if the decoys are

Retarded Children 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

PLEASE, would You explain the difference between a 
“retarded”’ child and a “‘demented’” one? I am taking care 
of a nephew who is retarded. He can read, write, tell time, 
go any place, but does not work. 

I recently purchased a small home. The people who sold 
it told all the neighbors that they had “sold the house to 
a woman with a demented son.” The neighbors were up in 
arms. When we moved in, no one would talk to us. I spoke 
to one neighbor and she told me the neighbors were all 
worried about their children and were getting up a fund 
to buy me out. Evidently they gave up, but the memory 
and the sadness lingers with me. 

My nephew does not bother anyone. He smokes occa- 
sionally, doesn’t drink and is always friendly.

This is one of saddest letters I have seen in 
months. Let us hope that this one misguided, ignorant 
family will some day learn more about two things: 

Mental health and human kindness. The difference 

between “retarded” and “demented” is about the same 

difference as between “ill” and “crippled.” 


But I don’t like the word “‘demented.” It is old fashioned, 
cruel, ignorant. A “‘retarded” child is one whose brain (in- 
stead of his legs or arms or muscles) did not develop. There 
are all degrees of this. Some retarded people can earn their 
own livings. Many cannot. 

A few (usually brain damage cases, rather than having 
been born retarded) may be rough, violent. Most are vague 
but are harmless, and are friendly, kind, happy if allowed 
to be, and of no peril at all. 

The “demented” child or adult is one who has the 
normal amount of gray matter, or brains, or thinking 
apparatus, but is the victim of mental illness, or (to 
use a better term) emotional illness. Emotional pres- 
sures prevent such persons from reacting in the cus- 
tomary pattern to the normal stresses of life. 


They are not retarded. Indeed, some are of extremely 
high intelligence. But their emotions run away with them. 
Most of these, too, are harmless, but are chronically fright- 
ened, shy, anxiety-ridden mortals. 

Psychiatric experts can select, with great precision, the 
ones who are dangerous, and the ones who are harmless 
but helpless. 

If the neighbors in Mrs. E. D. J.’s vicinity had realized 
it, they could have gone to the authorities. They would have 
learned that this boy with the defective brain was not to 
be feared, but to be treated as a chlid who will. never

DE KALB, Til., Nov. 11 

I SPENT LAST SUNDAY in Boston working on the edu- 
cation television program, ‘‘Prospects of Mankind,”’ which 
will be shown at later dates in various parts of the country. 
The program, which will have its second showing next Sun- 
day, is produced by Station WGBH, the educational TV station 
in Boston, in co-operation with Brandeis University. 

The subject for the second show is disarmament, and 


those appearing on the panel are Jules Moth, French delegate 


to the United Nations; Trevor Gardener, who was Assistant 
Secretary for Air and now serves on the President’s Science 
Advisory Committee even though he has returned to industry 
and is engaged in making missiles; and Saville Davis, man- 
aging editor of the Christian Science Monitor. I think you 
will find this an informative and lively program. 

I took my second class at Brandeis University on 
Monday morning with Prof. Fuchs, who is certainly 
a most-stimulating person to be with, and the young 
people seem to be interested and to be doing a great 
deal‘ of thinking. The hour-and-a-half discussion ses- 
sion flies past very quickly, and I think I learn much 
more than I could ever teach. 

On Monday I caught a plane a little after 1 o’clock in 
Boston and met Miss Maureen Corr at the airport in Chicago 
where she had arrived 15 minutes before me. Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilbur Smith from Northern Illinois University met us and 
we drove the 65 miles to De Kalb. 

Northern Illinois University is an all-purpose school. It 
gives a liberal arts course, but also trains teachers, has a 
department for business administration and a number of 
other schools. ’ 

Nearly all the students come from within 100 
miles, except, of course, for the foreign students, of 
which there are two or three dozen who come from 
every area of the world. There is no racial or re- 
ligious discrimination, either in the faculty or in the 
student body, and because there is a mixed popula- 
tion in this area the student body comes from various 
backgrounds. 

My evening speech was made in the school’s largest 
auditorium, which was filled almost entirely with students, 
but was also piped into various other rooms and over the 
local radio station, because there was not enough room for 
the townspeople at the school. |
